Millionaire Appears Before Countilmen of

Outlines His Plans 


The conference arranged between W. S. Tevis and the special 


Oakland City Council committee immediately after his return yes- 
terday from his Bakersfield ranch was held last evening at the Coun- 
cU chambers in the city hall. The committee is composed of M. R, 
Bronner, chairman, and Oliver Ellsworth and B. H. Pendleton, the 
president of the Council. It was delegated by the Council to ob- 
tain from Mr. Tevis a definite statement of his water supply propo- 
sipan in writing. 
^?Mr. Tevis was accompanied by R. G. Hanford of San Francisco 
;nd New York, who is associated with New York and English syn- 
licates controlling hundreds of millions of dollars ready for invest- 


'ment in propositions which he may recommend as safe and promis- 
ing satisfactory returns. He is known also as one of the shrewdest 
and most sagacious financiers in the country. It was through him 
that the purchase of the United Railroads of San Francisco was con- 
summated. 


Unlimited Capital Back of Tevis 


The relations between Tevis and Hanford is an assurance that 


any scheme to furnish the east bay cities a water supply to which 
he agrees will be carried out, as it will not be dependent solely upon 
his wealth, which is in itself ample, but will have the backing of the 
unlimited capital which Mr. Hanford represents.

TAKEN ON TOBOGGANS. 


The bodies of the Beck family will 


be brought out today and (hipped to 
California, 
In conveying the bodies 


down the mountain trail, a toboggan 
Is made of boards 
and 
the 
body, 


wrapped In a blanket Is laid on the 
sled, which Is easily dragged over 
the snow, except 
In 
steep 
places, 


here the men must lift the burden 
and carry It. 
The body of R H. Bethel of Seattle, 


formerly a prominent civil engineer of 
New York city, is being brought down 
the trail. 
As all the passengers were 


asleep as the avalanche struck there Is 
some delay in identifying the bodies. 


The first bodies found were mutilated 


but those found lower down are un- 
marked and the expressions on the faces 
Is that of a persons who never woke 
from sleep. 


The only man who saw the avalanche, 
a lodger In a Wellington 
hotel, who 


dashed down the mountain to Rkykomish 
with the news, has not yet recovered his 
senses. 


PHOTOGRAPHS OF DISASTER. 
The 
first 
photographs 
received 


here of the Wellington disaster make 
clear the tremendous difficulties In 
the way of recovery of bodies. Mixed 
In the mass of snow and wreckage 
are., gigantic trees, whose trunks and 
branches are so Interwoven 
as 
to 


make It almost Impossible for men 
with no tools but axes and shovels 
to get Into the mass. 
Great Northern plows and a wrecking 


army of men are working toward the 
summit on both sides of the mountain 
and when the locomotives reach Wel- 
lington they will pull out the trees with 
chains and cables. 


RAIN HINDERS WORK. 


Rain is falling today making the work 


of digging for bodies in the trains bur- 
led by an avalanche dreary and dan- 
gerous 


Bailct's Hotel, on the edge ef the 


gorge, lurched toward the slope to- 
day and It Is feared that It will slide 
Into the gorge.

office of chief forester of the United 
States. 


The diplomatic Imbroglio arising 


from the insurrection in Nicaragua 
and the execution of two American 
citizens. 


The strenuous tour of the country 


made by Taft, during which he made 
more speeches than have been made 
on a similar trip by any President 
during the past decade.

WATER SUPPLY SYSTEM TO OAKL 


Asks for Further Time to Submit Offer in Writing 


Following an appointment made with W. S. Tevis, presi- 


dent of the Bay Cities Water Co., B. H. Pendieton, pres- 
ident of the Oakland City Council; Councilmen Oliver, Ells- 
worth and M. R. Bronner, who, with Pendieton, make up 
the special water committee and various other members of 
the council, last night heard Tevis tell further of his pro- 


Chalrman Bronner called the 


committee to order and then wel- 
comed Tevis and Invited him to 
speak about his proposition. 


\V. S. TEVIS—I am really not 


prepared to offer any proposition 
this evening. It came to me as a 
surprise when Mr. I'endleton sug- 
gested that I meet you gentlemen 
tonight, I did not expect to meet 
you until some time, next week. I 
nine just returned from Bakers- 
fiold after a short, much-needed 
rest, and am really not prepared to 
make a definite proposition. 
Needs Ten Days. 


We are making some investiga- 


tions which It will take probably 
eight or ten days to complete he- 
fore making a definite proposition. 
My plan of campaign in Oakland, 
Berkeley, Alameda and the sur- 
rounding suburban districts is this: 
We have acquired, after ten years, 
a number of very valuable water- 
bearing properties, and we feel that 
the time is about ripe when these 
properties should be Improved. 


If we find that the present going 


concern furnishing water on this 
side of the bay Is not filling the 
demand, It seems to me that we are 
•very mnch needed here and that is 
the reason that I have selected this 
time to make this campaign. 


I hate as yet to determine the 


least amount we can contract for 
to justify the construction of our 
plant, but we believe between five 
and seven and a hall million gal- 
lons will be about right. 
If the 


contracts reach 7,500,000 gallons I 
have no hesitation in saying that 
we will start construction at once, 
Room for Both. 


I have been accused of intending 


to come in here and attack the 
present going concern, but I have 
no Intention of doing that. I be- 
lieve that there Is room for both 
of us. I have assumed the present 
water rate, which Is approximately 
30 cents per 1000—am I right?

W. S. TEVIS—I figured the cost 


of building our first installation, 
and I say that 7,500,000 gallons 
daily consumption would probably 
justify the building of the first in- 
stallment of our plant.

Another Question. 


If the price is reduced I think 


it would probably be necessary to 
secure contracts for a much larger 
amount to justify us in building. 
That is a question that will have to 
be determined later and we shall 
govern our operations upon the ac- 
tion taken by the Council.

I am willing to have the books 


of the company open at all times 
for investigation by the City Coun- 
cil, and am willing that they have 
a representative In the office at 
all times so that they will know 
the exact cost of all the work done 
and material used. 


Then I am willing to sell the 


water at wholesale prices, which 
will enable them to furnish water 
to the consumers at the present 
prices. 
Own the System. 


I can show them, without charg- 


ing more than at present, that in a 
few years they can own their own 
distributing system. 
Whether the 


Council cares to enter into a con- 
tract with our company for whole- 
sale or not is a matter of indif- 
ference, except that we would like 
to have their moral support. 


We propose to cam ass this* town 


with the object in view of securing 
contracts to Justify the building of 
the first construction. 


OLIVER 
ELLSWORTH — How

When the Mayors of four contiguous cities representing the 


«najor part of the population of the State meet on a common plat- 
form to discuss subjects of mutual interest to the communities they 
represent and the best element in the community in which the place 
of meeting is located attend to hear them, it may be truthfully said 
that there is "something doing." Such was the case in Alameda last! 
night when a mass meeting of citizens was held in the old building' 
of the First Methodist Church on Santa Clara avenue, near Park 
.street, for the purpose of hearing Mayors Mott of Oakland, Hodge- 
head of Berkeley, Noy of Alameda and McCarthy of San Francisco 
express their views on kindred subjects affecting the mutual inter- 
ests of these municipalities. The auditorium was well filled with 
the best people of the bay cities. 


It was expected that the meeting would have a direct bearing 


on the water supply situation and that the speakers would devote 
themselves chiefly to its discussion. In this respect, however, the 
combination of oratorical Mavors was a disappointment, for Mayor 
Mott was the only one of the" quartette who made any reference to 
the problem of water supply and then only by an incidental allusion 
to the fact tha* consolidation of the -three cities on this side of the 
[bay "would facilitate its solution.

^custom to prepare a speech un- 


t was to be delivered at the lay- 
of a foundation stone or before 
Board of School Directors. 


After expressing pleasure which the 


opportunity of addressing an Alameda 
audience afforded him, he said that he 
hoped to see the day when a consoli- 
dated Greater San Francisco would be 
created, In which Alameda would be 


a part. He anticipated that San Fran- 
clsoo would in time become the great- 
est «tty In -the world.

He considered it the duty of all

I would 
not be a party to forcing it. 


"One thought has, I hope, been Im- 


pressed by me on you, namely, that It 
Is to our common interest to become 
great commercially, great morally and 
great In civic adornment." 


Speaking to the subject of "The 


Commission Form 
of Government," 


Beverley L. Hodghead, 
mayor of 


Berkeley, said: 
"Berkeley and Ala- 


meda are rivals In residential attract- 
iveness, and the only thing between 
them Is Oakland." In regard to the 
annexation proposition, he believed 
that It would be unfortunate for the 
larger community to force the matter 
upon the smaller municipalities. 


"It seems that they are like little 


fish trying" to keep out of the way," 
said he, and further he stated that 
while Berkeley -was not as yet ready to 
surrender rts charter, it had no objec- 
tion to anyone else using It, 
The 


charter which was adopted after sev- 
eral- years' Investigation Is 
formed 


principally upon the commission form, 
and It was his belief that a vote In 
council was worth more than the 
mayor's veto.

The Fulle Sympathetic Strike. 


The decision of all the labor organizations of Philadelphia, to 


quit work simultaneously unless the street railway corporations 
come to terms with their striking- employes again brings up for con- 
sideration the sympathetic strike as a remedy for industrial griev- 
ances. 


The country at large had a taste of the workings of the sympa- 


thetic strike in 1894 when there was a general strike on the great 
trunk lines because the Pullman Car Company did not come to an 
agreement with the workmen employed in its car shops. The fresh 
fruit shippers of California lost enormous sums by the sudden stop- 
page of freight movement in the middle of the season, and all lines 
of business suffered grieviously because of the consequent depres- 
sion. 
But nowhere did organized labor or the laboring class in 


general gain the slightest advantage. 
On the contrary, both the 


Pullman strikers arid the sympathetic strikers lost their fights and 
suffered much loss in time and money. Many of them lost good 
permanent positions in employments which were entirely satisfac- 
tory to them. 


Xow it is proposed that men employed in the building trades, 


in bakeshops, foundries, carpet mills, chemical works, breweries and 
clothing factories, in Philadelphia, shall all stop work unless the 
Philadelphia Traction Company adjusts the quarrel with its em- 
ployes at a certain time. Which means that the labor organiza- 
tions will endeavor to paralyze trade and industry in an effort to 
force public opinion to compel the railway company to make the 
concessions demanded. 


Putting aside the feasibility of this plan of compulsion, what 


moral justification can it have? Why should employers who have 
no interest in the street railroads and no influence with the men 
who control them be forced into war with their employes unless the 
railway company yields? A sympathetic strike will not only cause 
widespread financial distress to employers and business men gener- 
ally, but it will cause infinitely more poignant distress to the poor 
who are compelled to labor for their daily bread. The privation, 
hardship and suffering that will be inflicted on the wage-earning 
class cannot be computed. 


And in the end what compensation will come to those who are 


required to leave their employment (perhaps lose their jobs) and 
tramp the streets in idleness and hunger even if the strike for the 
Street railroad employes is won? 


For the tailor, the baker, the blacksmith, the carpenter and the 


mill operative to quit work because another class of workmen have 
a grievance against their employers is to complicate the situation 
with a multitude of minor and wholly unrelated disputes. 
It is 


neither coherent, just nor efficient as a method of making the rail- 
road company come to terms. It is to punish the entire community, 
the poor most of all, for the sins of a few, and it has never yet suc- 
ceeded in its object. Its very futility should warn against its use. 
Its injustice and inhumanity are conclusive arguments against its 
employment: and lastly, its disastrous consequences to society in 
general plead for a more rational and effective method of adjusting 
industrial disputes. 


The sympathetic strike is a declaration of war against all com- 


mercial and industrial actuity, is a struggle in which the neces- 
sities of the poor—the stomachs of women and children—are pitted 
against the resources organization and providence of the wealthy. 
One day alone of such a conflict brings want and privation; and in a 
very short time famine ai'd emaciation are prolific and widespread 
among the very class thii mistaken remedy for industrial wrongs 
is invoked to benefit. It has its analogy in the fatuous and horrible 
crusade of helpless children to recover the Holy City from the 
hands of the infidel. 


THE HUNTER HUNTED 


Professor Gay/ey OH Boke. 


Dr. Charles Mills Gayley, head of the literary department of 


the State University, is evidently a man of keen observation and 
'acute perception. He has had exceptional opportunities for study- 
ing certain unpleasant traits and undesirable types developed in the 
modern life of American colleges, and he is conscious of the evil 
tendencies they indicate and exemplify and is impressed with the 
need for saner and healthier conceptions of higher education and 
its mission. Humbug and shallowness masked by stage tricks and sen- 
sationalism are as opposed to sound scholarship as they are abhor- 
rent to good taste, to his mind. He notes that they are all too 
prevalent in academic circles. He speaks of a certain type of in- 
structor with a clear precision that indicates individual study at 
close range. For instance, he says: 


"Time was when academic etiquette forbade the university pro- 


fessor to participate in political contests. Xow there are those who 
dare to inject the university into prejudiced affairs; even into crim- 
inal cases pending in courts. They have joined themselves to the 
idol of Parade." 


Who but Professor George H. Boke could have been the model 


for this picture? The sweeping condemnation it expresses applies 
with peculiar force to Boke, who has used the name of the State 
University as a credit certificate for partisan attacks on'the higher 
courts of the State and for outside activities pernicious in character, 
if not personally profitable to himself. 


Presuming to teach the law (which he has never practiced), he 


has endeavored to inject into the code provisions hitherto unknown 
to American jurisprudence, and has promulgated theories of 
judicial administration w Inch, if accepted, would destroy every 
safeguard to individual freedom and transform courts of law into 
partisan instrumentalities to be worked under letters of marque for 
any purpose those invested with judicial authority see fit to employ 
them. 


How are the mighty fallen! But the other day that militant 


reformer, Jeff Davis of Arkansas, stood up in the Senate and smote 
the trusts and the land-grabbers hip and thigh. Not since the days 
of Samson has the jawbone of an ass proved itself so terrible a 
weapon of war.

John D. Rockefeller roasting in hell over fires fed from his oil pipe 
lines. Now Davis has been caught red-handed in a disreputable 
job. 
He induced Representative Oldham of Arkansas to introduce 


in '-he House a bill confirming title to a vast tract of valuable tim- 
bered swamp land in the St. Francis river delta. He was employed 
as_ attorney'by the St. Francis Levee Board which is trying to get 
possession of the property. On his own admission before the House 
Committee on Public Lands he is to get a large contigent fee if the 
levee board is successful. Representative Oklham's bill is intended 
to aid and facilitate the scheme. It is rather disheartening to find 
so noble a champion of The People's rights, so stentorian a foe to 
political corruption as Davis, furtively using legislative processes as 
a scheme for working something very like a private graft in the 
form of an attorney's fee.

Senators Oppose 


Court of Commerce 


WASHINGTON, March 
4.—Declaring 


:he administration railroad bill would Im- 
pair the efficiency of the existing sta- 
tutes and that the creation of a court of 
commerce, which the measure Involves, 
would mean an expenditure "wholly un- 
necessary," Senators Cummins and Clapp 
have submitted the minority report of 
the Benate Interstate Commerce commit- 
tee. The report holds that the creation 
of a court, tho sole work of which would 
be to try railroad oases, would be funda- 
mentally wrong and reminds the Senate 
of the tremendous influences which will 
inevitably surround the selection of such 
a tribunal. 
The test three and a half years, the 


minority report asserts, there have b"en 
just twenty-six cases In which such a 
court would have had jurisdiction. 
In pointing out some things the sena- 


tors think make the bill Ineffective, they 
declare It should Include all corporation 
common carriers and that there Is noth- 
ing to prevent a corporation holding all 
the stocks and bonds It maj- please.

NEW YORK, March 4.—John D. Rocke- 


feller, Jr., Is to be the director-general 
of the 
Immense philanthropic scheme 


launched by his* father—the Rockefeller 
Foundation—the groundwork for which 
was laid when Senator Qalllnger Intro- 
duced in the Senate on Wednesday a bill 
providing for its establishment. 


On top of the disclosure of the 
oil 


billionaire's determination to give per- 
haps J500.000.000 to the "development of 
civilization" came word yesterday and 
John D. Rockefeller Jr. had resigned as 
a director of the Standard Oil Company. 
It was further reported that he wouM 
get out of the Lackawanna Railroad and 
the American Linseed Oil Company, In 
both of which he Is a director, besides 
relinquishing his interest in a dozen or 
more small concerns. 


It was admitted at the Standard Oil 


offices >esterday that John D. Jr pur- 
poses to apply all his energies to the 
Rockefeller Foundation. 
With him will 


be associated Frederick T. B Gates, Starr 
J. Murphy. Charles O. Heydt and a num- 
ber of others whose names thus far are 
being kept secret 
John D. Rockefeller 


himself will be tentatively at the head 
of th« movement, but John D. Rockefeller 
Jr. will be the one whose hand will 
eventually guide the mammoth charity. 


WITHHOLDS DETAILS. 


Mr Gates yesterday was not ready to 


go Into the minute details, he said, for 
Mr Rockefeller Sr. is not prepared to 
make public more than the original out- 
lines of the Foundation plan. 


"Mr. Rockefeller does not want a 


flourish of trumpets," was the way Mr. 
Gates put it. "He knows what he wants 
to do. He has for two years thought 
over this immense scheme. 
He has 


studied the charities of the world and has 
evolved what he considers the most prac- 
ticable plan 
It is too early to forecast 


who will be the Foundation trustees, out- 
side of the five already mentioned. There 
probably will be twenty-five. 
John D. 


Rockefeller Jr. will ba one of the acUve 
trustees. His father wants him to take 
a leading part." 
• 


The younger Rockefeller dropped out 


of the directorate of the oil trust on 
January llth 
Only the last month he 


resigned as a director of the 
tfnlted 


States Steel Corporation. He has made 
up his mind to be unhampered when the 
time comes to take up the gigantic re- 
sponsibility which the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation will entail. 


COMMENDS THE IDEA. 


CHICAGO, March 4.—"I am not suffi- 


ciently advised as to the scope of Mr. 
Rockefeller's latest project to discuss It 
Intelligently, but If Mr. Rockefeller has 
decided to be his own executor, I can 
most heartily commend the idea," said 
Di. D. K. Pearsons, the aged philan- 
thropist who has given millions to small 
colleges, yesterday at his home In Hins- 
dale. 
"It may be safely stated as a general 
principle that the man whom providence 
has endowed with a gift for accumulat- 
ing, la the one likely to be the wisest 
distributor of it, as Jt requires fully as

at wholesale at San Francisco or Seat- 
tle for 90 cents a dozen, while the covers 
alone cost the American dealers 50 cents 
a dozen.

tariff, but Representative Kahn of Cali- 
fornia will present the protests to the 
House.
